LITTLE ROCK (AP>—A report 


by the Southern Regional Council 
released nunflay Indicates the ad- 
dition of Negroes to southern po- 
lice forces has increased by only 
110 men since 1854. 


The report, prepared by Elliott! 


Rudwiek of Southern Illinois Uni-' 
versity included a survey cover- 
ing Little1 Hock, Hot Springy and' 
Jef/ersxm County in Arkansas' 


In Arkansas communities, Ne- 


gro police-men are utt'd to patrol 
Negroe areas, the report showed. 


Little Rock, which has had Ne- 


gro patrolmen since before World 
War 1, has four Negro patrolmen, 
the same number employed 
in 


1954. 


Fort Smith, Hot Springs and 


Jefferson County which each had 
two Negro policemen or deputies 
In 1954, have the same number 
today.

while the Negro population in the 
South has increased greatly, since 
19S4, the number of Negro law 
enforcement 
officials 
has

mained, relatively
